tenced to terms of imprisonment. 

Captain Robert P. Wynne, commanding 
the Marine Guard of the Chicago, was looked 
upon as the leader in the disturbance and 
received the heaviest sentence. The court 
ordered him to serve four months and ten 
days’ imprisonment. 

‘Robert E. Ledbetter, assistant surgeon; 

Lieutenant John 8. Doddridge, and a marine 
named Wilfred Langtry were each sentenced 
‘to three months’ imprisonment. 
_ At their trial in the San Marco police court 
the prisoners admitted théy were intoxicated 
when the disorders occurred, and pleaded 
that they acted in self-defense when mobbed 
by the crowd. 

‘The public prosecutor demanded a sentence 
of seven months’ imprisonment for Assistant 
Surgeon Ledbetter, and sentences, of six 
months’ imprisonment for the others. 


st Pay Damages, Too. 


It is undarstood the prisoners will pay 
the costs the trial and compensate the 
persons Who sustained injuries as a result of 
their disorderly conduct. Two of theinjured 
persons claim $800 each. 

, In addition to the foregoing, all the mem- 
bers of the crew of the Chicago arrested for 
disorderly conduct here yesterday, have

| Captain eer Gallant Record. 

‘Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special.]— 
In the absence of official advices the au- 
thorities here are not irtclined to believe 
that Captain Wynne and the other officers 
sentenced to imprisonment in Venice have 
really been guilty of any serious offense. 
Those:who know Captain Wynne are positive 
‘that under no circumstances could he en- 
gage’in a drunken brawl. 

Wynne is a young man, only 26 | years 
of age, but has been trained in a stern schovl 
for the last four years. He was one of the 
landing party of marines at Guantanamo, 
thus participating in the first severe engage- 
ment by American soldiers since the civil 
war. 

Immediately after the campaign in Cuba 
he was sent to the Philippines, and covered 
himself with glory in the engagement at 
Noveletta. He went to China with Major 
Waller, and was with the advance guaréa 
which: marched trom Taku to Tien Tsin, and 
through the five days of hard fighting he 
was constantly at the head of his command, 


Fourteen Hours Under Fire. 


At Tien Tsin he was in battle for fourteen 
| hours, and was commended in general or- 
ders by Colonel Meade for his bravery and 
his ‘coolness in defending the extreme left, 
thus preventing a dangerous flank move- 
ment. On the march to Pekin he endured 
the terrible hardships, and, just before 
reaching the city, fell senseless and was 
sent to the rear.

TRIP UNDER SEA 


SUBMARINE BOAT GIVES A RE- 
MARKABLE PERFORMANCE. 


Fulton Remains Thirty Feet Beneath 
the Surface of the Ocean: During 
Long Run Down the Jersey’ Coast— 

' Comes Up in Good Shape at End of 
Big Test—Voyage of Diving Craft 
to Washington Is Begun Under Most 
Favorable Auspices. 


New. York, April 28.—[Special.]—With not 
even the tips of the fagmast showing above 
water the submarine torpedo boat Fulton 
slipped by Sandy Hook at 8:o’clock this 
morning on its way to Washington on the 
first ocean veya ever made by a submarine 


It was a remarkable performance. 
ten miles down the’Jersey coast the little 
cigar-shaped boat cut through the water 
like a fish. It was the longest under-water 
trip the boat has made.- A strong-eyed man 
with the finest telescope could not have seen 
the slightest sign of the boat, except at the 
last, when the two flagmasts were sticking 
two feet out of water to prove how perfect- 
ly Fulton could go at full speed and keep 
an even, certain depth. The boat was thirty 
feet beneath the surface most-of the time. 

It was just 4 o'clock when the Fulton | 
sneaked out of the Morse ship yard at the 
foot of Fifty-sixth street, Brooklyn. 
trip down the bay and through the narrows 
was made slowly, and it was daylight when 
the Fulton neared Fert Hancock. 

As the Fulton passeg the Hook it suddenly 
dropped out of. sight. 
seemed to sink like a plummet of lead, but 
one nearer could see that the boat dipped 
its head downward, and, “like a whale, dived 

beneath the surface. 
Then it was that the ten-mile submarine 
‘pun was made. It was the on!y long under- 
‘water run planned on the voyage to Wash- 
ington. After it the Fulton rose to the sur- 
face and continued.avith about oné-tenth of 
its body out of the water. 

The Fulton was convoyed by the yacht 
Mindora and the seagoing tug Storm King.

SANDWICHES COST MORE. 


A billion dollar packing trust is among the 


possibilities if the United States govern- 
ment should succeed in maintaining its con- 
templated injunction proceedingg. . The pre- 
diction was made in La Salle street financial 
circles yesterday that the large packers who 
may be made defendants in the federal court 
will be forced formally to combine if the 
prosecution against them under the Sherman 
anti-trust law should be successful. 


The combination would be formed along 


the lines followed by the United States Steel 

*corporation, and would be made to com- 
prise practically all the beef packing com- 
panies in the country. In the formation of 
such a combination all the powers now de- 
nied the packers, with one exception, could 
be legally exercised. The single exception, 
in the opinion of corporation lawyers, would 
be the adoption of an arbitrary and unrea- 
sonable schedule of prices. 


Armour Opposed It. 
Many attempts have been made in the past 


to form such a combination, but all have 
been unsuccessful. During the life time of 
» P. D. Armour the question of the formation 
of a huge packing combination to include 
all the Chicago firms was discussed, but Mr. 
Armour stood firm against all such propos- 
als. 


It is claimed that at one time the project 


went so far as to be considered by the heads 
of all the large Chicago firms, but the ques- 
tion of the allotment of capital stock is un- 
derstood to have been the rock on which the 
plan went to pieces. -. 


Latest Effort to Consolidate. 
The latest attempt to consolidate the pack- 


ing firms is said to have been made at the 
time J. Ogden Armour was reported to be 
considering his retirement from active bust- 
nest; ‘Then it Was. stated that New York . 
| bankers stood ready to financé 


"piteker’s 
trust if the six large companies could be in- 


duced to consent to the plan. 


It is pointed out that there would be no 


necessity for an agreement as to territory, 
| an agreement to fix and maintain credits, or 

an agreement for the’ regulation and dis- 
tribution of beef if the packing’ firms were 
merged into one corporation. 


If such a combination should be effected 


*the present owners of the large plants would 
receive stock in the trust based on the year- 
ly profits of their plants. The annual bust- 

ness of the six largest packing firms aggre- 

gates over $500,000,000. 


The firms which naturally would be in- 


cluded in such a combination would be Ar- 
mour & Co., with an annual business of $150,- 
000,000; Swift & Co., with $120,000,000; Nel- 
son Morris & Co., with $75,000,000; the G. H. 
Hammond Packing company, with $75,000,- 
000; the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger com- 
pany, with $50,000,000; and Thomas J. Lipton 
& Co., with $25,000,000, 


Price of Sandwiches Goes Up. 
While the possibility of a billion dollar 


packing trust was being discussed onyla 
Salle street, the restaurant keepérs along 
Clark and Dearborn streets were - busily 
marking up-:the prices of all meatsin their . 
places. 


Even the ham and roast beef sandwich did 


not escape the new schedule. For the first 
time in years the ordinary ham sandwich 
of five cent fame will be sold for 10 cents.

It is estimated that nearly sto:ben ham 


sandwiches are. consumed every day in Chi- 
cago.

‘Flavor and Taste Desirable. 


*‘ Since the flavor and taste of the meat are 
one of the desirable things, it is evident that 
a considerable saving can be secured in meat 
by utilizing the waste portions for making 
soup. The bones especially are available 
for this purpose, and to secure the best re- 
sults should be broken into small pieces be- 
fore being treated for making stock for soup. 
Again the flavor of the meat isimpartedina 
most agreeable way to stews and other 
preparations of a similar nature, where the 
principal ingredient is potato or some other 
vegetable and only sufficient meat is present 
to give the desired taste and flavor. _ 

** Portions of meat also which are not 
edible in the ordinary forms in which they 
exist can be made quite palatable by being 
worked into hash and other similar prepara- 
tions where vegetables are added in large 
quantities and seasoned with appropriate 
condiments. By the practice of a little 
ingenuity the housewife cari utilize to ex- 
cellent advantage portions of meat which 
otherwise would be wasted. 


Omission of Meat Advised, 

** At the early breakfasts which Americans 
are wont to indulge in—that is, a hearty meal 
before going to their daily work—the omis- 
sion of meat is to be earnestly advised. Many 
of the ordinary breakfast, foods are to be 


cream, and this, together with a couple of 
eggs, a few slices of toast, and a cup of coffee, 
makes a breakfast which is entirely suffi- 
cient for the man of sedentary employment, 
and, with a little addition Of materials of the

Jersey City People Addressed by Con- 
gressman McDermott, Who Sug- 
gests Remedies for Situation. 


‘New York, April 28.—[Special.]—A mass- 
meeting to protest against the beef trust 
was held in Elks Hall, Jersey City, tonight. 
Congressman Allan L. McDermott, the prin- 
cipal speaker, said the situation that ex- 
ists in this country could not exist in any 
of the monarchical governments of the old 
“In England,’ he continued, “ what is 
known as ‘ forestalling, but in this country 
is called ‘ cornering,’ is punishable at com- 
mon law as a crime. Should such a crime 
be attempted in Germany, Russia, or 
France, the centralized power at St. Peters- 
burg, Berlin, or Paris would at once revoke 
the license of the offending corporation. No

To Improve Tenement Construction. 


Another ordinance of importance was pre- 
sented, this being one regulating the. con- 
struction of tenement houses, It was drafted 
by the Finance committee and was intro- 
duced by Alderman Mavor, It was sent to 
the Judiciary committee. According to its 
provisions every new tenement of more than 
five stories must be of fireproof construction, 
and tenements of from three to five stories 
must be of “slow burning construction,”’ 
Three story tenements and under which are 
not fireproof must be provided with fire es- 
capes. The roofs of the buildings must be 
of fireproof material. 

Tenements now built which may be re- 
modeled come under the provisions of the 
proposed ordinance. ‘ 

Numerous precautions are taken to pro- 
vide every tenement with adequate air space 
and to give sunlight. Uniess the rear of.the 
tenement opens on a public alley there must 
be an open court, every court to be open to 
the sky. Every room must have at least one 
window, which shall have an area of at 
least one-tenth of the floor area of the room. 
The minimum allowance of air to each per- 
son is put at 400 cubic feet. Stair halls must 
be light enough to read ordinary newspaper 
type. 

To enforce the ordinance it is provided 
that no water will be furnished to a building 
until the owner or agent has secured a cer- 
tificate from the Commissioner of Health 
showing that he has observed its provisions.

THE FUNERAL SERMON: 

Dr. Hirsch’s announcement ofthis inten- 
tions with regard to funeral sertavns is.in 
keeping with the character of the man. 
Sycophancy is not one of Ivr. Hirsch’s 
faults. If he has any faults they lie 
in the opposite direction. He is inclined to 
gay what he pleases, rather than tu please 
by what he says. 

He says now that he will 
funeral sermons except with the unier- 
standing that what he says is to he con- 
cerned not so much with the virtues of the 
deceased as with the general truths appro- 
priate to the occasion. He is willing to de- 
liver homilies on death. He is not. willing 
to deliver panegyrics on dead men. Occa- 
sionally, no doubt, there would be a dead 
man about whom he could say prett) thiugs 
_and still keep within the truth. Too often, 


| however, the pretty things said at funerals 


are more in the vein of art for art’s sake 
than in the vein of realism. The tempta- 
tion to laud and magnify is almost irresist- 
ible. The weeping family expects to wit- 
ness a kind of canonization. Usiuaily it is 
not disappointed. The minister comes with 
harp and halo and beatifies his departed 
patron without turning a hair. His self- 
possession is sometimes truly admirable, 
and his power of keeping his face straight al- 
most incredible. There are two influences 
at work upon him: first, his connection with 
the deceased; second, that mysterious soft- 
ening effect which a death has upon every- 
body. We have seen lately in a city not far 
from here how people can become hysterical 
over a dead man who certainly was not the 
composite reincarnation of all the great ones 
gone before whose souls he was said to in- 
herit, 

The situation at the grave is RES a 
trying one. Dr. Hirsch does well to recoil 
from it. The funeral oration once had a 
use. When a Roman family listened to an 
account of th’ life of one of its members 
and to a summary of the deeds of its ances- 
tors, public spirit was fostered and, in the 


history of the times was preserved. The 
funeral oration of the present day has no 
such excuse. 


There is no reason, perhaps, why it should 
be done away with altogether. | 

It is appropriate that when a death hap- 
pens there should also be a sermon. What 
Dr. Hirsch suggests is that the thesis of 
that #sermon should not be the unsullied 
character, the spotless reputation, the illus- 
trious publie services, and the general won- 
‘derfulness of the man who is about:to be 
buried. We have had a surfpit of that kind 
of thing. Better and more was the 
mining town epitaph: ‘“ Héré lies Jim: he 


he did others that were meaner.” The 
funeral sermon should either be discontin- 
ued or it should be toned down. At present, 
as the young lady said, “ it is too utterly 
utter.”

President Carnot, who was a man of ex- 
tremely sensitive character, was unable to 
forget or to forgive himself for his awkward- 
ness, and Brugere acted with so much tact 
and delicacy in endeavoring to remove this 
feeling on the part of the President that. 
the latter always remained grateful to him, 
Of course the marked favor which he has. 
enjoyed from the successive Presidents of } 
the republic has rendered him the object of 
a good deal of jealousy. But those Royalist 
papers who, referring to his wound received 
at the hands of President Carnot, describe 
him sarcastically Le glorieux blesse,” 
obviously forget that he served with con- 
siderable distinction during the war of 1870 
and sustained in that conflict several severe’ 


Brugere is at the present moment the Gen- 
eral in whose loyalty the republic is able to 
place the most complete confidence. He has 
never been suspected of any political in- 
trigues, managed to keep both his hands and 
his reputation entirely clean in the unfor-— 
tunate Dreyfus affair, and as Vice President 
of the Superior Council of War at Paris is 
virtually the ranking General_of the French 
army. He is not, however, in any sense of 
the word the generalissimo of the latter, and 
it is equally a mistake to assert that he has 
been designated; to exercise the supreme 
command of the entire military forces of 
France in the event of war. : 

What he has got is a letter which, in the 
event of a declaration of war and the mobil- 
igation of the army, invests him with the. 
command of that group of army corps which 
occupy the northeastern portion of France. 
He would’ have no control over the general 
officer in command of the group of army 
corps in the southeast of France, or in the 
west, but would, like them, remain subject 
to the direction of the President of the re- 
public, who is ex-officio Commanéder-in-Chief 
of the forces by sea and by land, and who 
in the case of the army would issue his di- 
rections through the agency of the Minister 
of War and the Chief of the General Staff. 

I may add that General Brugere is a man 
of some 61 years of age, is a gunner by pro-- 
fession, received his cross of the Legion of 
Honor as a young Lieutenant for heroism 
displayed during the terrible epidemic of 
cholera in Algeria in 1867, made his escape 
from Metz and got through the German line 
when he found that Marshal Bazaine was 
about to surrender that stronghold, and re- 
joining the Eighteenth Corps went through 
the entire campaign of the Loire, being re- 
peatedly commended in general orders and 
promoted on the battlefield. . 

Vice Admiral Fournier, who accompanies 
the General to the United States, has on 
several occasions held the office of Minister 
of the Navy, has commanded naval opera- 
tions in China and on the coast of Africa, 
won a great name for himself as a fighter 
on land in the war of 1870, and has fought 
numerous duels, including one with Roche- 
fort, whom he severely wounded. He is 
in fact a French naval commander of the 
finest type. 


The sale recently in London of the yaluable 
library of the late Lord Orford serves to 
recall a strange and, I believe, absolutely 


tomb of the Walpoles is situated in the 
churchyard of the church at Wolterton. The 
tradition holds that Horatio, the second 
Earl of Orford, destroyed the tombs of the 
Scalmers, the former owners of the place, 
and it is sajd that one of the unhappy women 
of this family, finding no rest, still haunts 
the churchyard, always searching for the 
scattered remains of her relations.

Miss Annie Russel! opened her engagement 
at Powers’ Theater in “ The Girl and the 
Judge last night before a fair-sized audi- 
ence. The play is by Clyde Fitch, and is 
called on the bill “a new and original com- 
edy.” There is no doubt of its being new and 
original; that will be willingly granted by 
every one who saw the play last night. But 
is it a comedy? There seems to be about as 
much justice in calling the play a comedy 
as there would be in calling a horse white 
because it has a smal! white spot. If it ts 
a comedy—and the playwright, if any one, 
should know whether it is or not—it is one of 
the most ghastly comedies ever written, 
The idea of introducing as the complicating 
feature of a play a woman afflicted with the 
terrible curse of kleptomania, a woman who 
has wrecked, by her disease, the happiness 
of her family and has driven her husband to 


drink, strongly reminds one of Ibsen's 
Ghosts.”’ 
The third act, with its weird and depressing 


bedroom scene, is surely a strange compan- 
ion to humor; and, after alt, humor is sup- 
posed to be the ruling spirit in a comedy. 
The play may not be a comedy, but it is un- 
doubtedly one of the most original and pow- 
erful plays from the pen of that versatile 
writer.. The situations are surprisingly novel 
and strikingly interesting,.and there are few 
plays that offer better opportunities for good 
acting. 

Miss Russell in the role of Winifred Stan- 
ton was perfectly charming. It isastrongly 
emotional part, and, with the winning and 

aceful ways of Miss Russell and her re- 

ned and well-tempered acting, she could 
not fail to make a deep and favorable im- 
pression. In Mrs. Gilbert, Miss Russel! had 
a formidable rival. Mrs. Gilbert's imperson- 
ation of Mrs, Chartris, the mother of the 
youthful, almost boyish Judge, is one of the 
most delightful and refreshing pieces of act- 
ing imaginable, ayd it is more’than doubtful 
if any other living actress could play that 

art as excellently as Mrs. Gilbert does. 

here is a crispness and lack of artificiality 
in her speaking and acting which make it a 
perfect pleasure to see her appear-upon the 
stage again. 

Mrs. McKee Kankin gave a fine imperson- 
ation of the boarding-house keeper, Mrs.

Miss Viola Allen scored something more 
thanan ordinary triumph at the Grand Opera- 
House last night when she presented on the 
opening night of her second week's engage- 
ment Bheridan Knowles’ grand old comedy 
“The Hunchback.” It was more than an 
ordinary success even for Miss Allen, 
cause her portrayal of the pretty character, 
Julia, was more than ordinary, and won for 
her unstinted applause that several times 
brought the curtain up after it had descend- 
ed at tire close of an act. Even at the con- 
clusion, when suburban patrons were rust- 
ling into thelr wraps and meking ready to 
catch late trains, a majority of those in the 
audience séttied back in thelr seats and 
brought the entire company before the foot- 
lights oncé more before they were willing to 
go home satisfied, 

Of the play iteelf—that is, so much of it 
concerned directly In the plot—littie need be 
said, for its age and rank with the classics 
have carried with them familiarity. But of 
Viola Allen's acting much may be said ina 
complimentary veln. As Julia, a touching 
character in itself, she did more than act. 
She was in reality the Julia of Mr. Knowles’ 
famous comedy, : the stirring | 
etly sympathetic part. 


As the happy country girl, contented with 
‘life as she had found it, she was simple, lov- 


{| ing, and confiding. As the young woman 


vested with the environment of town life 
which swerved her from the beaten path of 
her childhood and turned her from the man 
she loved, she was as unreasonable, ambi- 
tious, and as eager for conquest as might 
have been expected, while in the more emo- 
tional parts her characterization was admir- 
able and sympathetic. 

Eben Plympton, as Master Waltsr, the 
Hunchback, was at times a trifie excessive 
in his acting, but witha! gave the part an in- 
teresting portrayal. Miss Allen’s entire sup- 
port was of the best. William Pascoe as Bir 
Thomas Clifford succeeded admirably in his 
role, while Miss Adelaide Prince, in her 
amusing love scenes with her unsophisti- 
cated student cousin Modus, won fully as 
much applause as was accorded even to Miss 
Allen. Cousin Modus—Jameson Lee Finney— 
gave a decidedly unique conception of the 
part, and with Miss Prince constituted no 
minor feature of the performance. .In fact, 
the acting of Miss Prince was clever through- 
out. It could not be charged against the 
cast that it was weak or inadequate in a 
single spot, and with this admirable support 
Miss Allen succeeded in making her appear- 
ance in ‘“‘The Hunchback” a memorable 
one. 

Apollo Club. 

Berlioz’s “ Damnation of Faust” wa 
the work chosen by the Apollo club for per- 
formance at the concert with which it last 
evening completed its thirtieth season. The 
choice was a wise one, for the great French; 
man’s masterpiece has in it all the elements 
that make for public popularity and that 
peculiarly fit it to close in impressive albeit 
somewhat spectacular fashion a season of 
importance. 

And the present season of the Apollo club 
certainly may be regarded as one of im- 
portance. The completion of thirty years 
of such faithful and untiring devotion to 
the furtherance of music’s cause in a city 
as the Apollos have invariably shown is an. 
anniversary worthy to be celebrated in truly 
festival spirit. And this- spirit made itseif 

‘felt last evening at the Auditorium. The 
Apollo club in its long career has dene much 
that was notable in the way of fine choral 


offered work more beautifully finished,lovely 
in tona] quality, or more admirable in ba.- 
ance, shading, and expression than it did 
last night. The highest point in its 
achievement was reached in the chorus 
of Gnomes and Sylphs, which tricky and 
intensely difficult number was given with 
a precision, a smoothness, and an exquisite- 
ness of shading that told of weeks of severe 
study and painstaking practice, The chorus 
as performed last night had “ atmosphere,” 
and its rendition spoke in unqualified praise 
of Mr. Wild, of his singers, and of the Chi- 
cago Orchestra, 

The other choral numbers were less ex- 
cellent only in degree, The splendid pre- 
cision, clarity, and balance that charac- 
terized this star achievement of the evening 
were present also in the Peasants’ chorus, 
with its awkwardly accented “ha, ha, hip, 
huzza”’ refrain, in the Drinking Song, and 
the ‘‘Amen” Fugue, and in the Soldiers 
“and Students’ Chorus, which was admir- 
ably given. Spirit and life were in nowise 
jacking in any of these, and it was only in the 
almost unsingable stuff Berlioz has writ- 
ten in the Pandemonium Scene, that more 
of power and ‘! brute force’’ was to be de- 
sired. It is doubtful if any chorus, no mat- 
ter how large, could give to this number the 
overpowering effect Berlioz clearly intended 
it should produce, but the Apollos seemed un- 
necessarily gentle last evening. They sang 
it accurately, however, and that is no small 
achievement. 

As for. the orchestra, it was on a par with 
the chorus. The players of the Chicago Or- 
chestra never showed more admirable 
devotion to the work in hand than they did 
under Mr. Wild's leadership last night. He 
displayed a poise, a thorough knowledge of 
the score, and a quiet domination that com- 
pelled the anen to give of their best, and 
the result was a reading of the intricate 
music remarkable for its technical complete- 
ness and for its spirit and briliant coloring 


and shading. 


the most satisfactory. His Mephisto lacks 
the full méasure of sardonic humor and 
fiendishness certain interpreters of the music 
are able to bring to its performance, but he 
sang all of it well, with beautiful tonal 
quality, with good musical taste and under- 
standing, and in the Evocation and the 
Ride to Hell’ with considerable dramatic 
power and effectiveness.

Dr. W. H, Burns Tells Methodists It 
Will Be. a Dark Day for the Church. 
When it Is Dominated by University 


“It will be adark day for the church when 
the university is the dominating power. It 
will be a dark day when the scholars hold the 
key which interprets the whole Bible. 

‘With these words, Dr. W. H. Burns took a 
shot at higher criticism yesterday at the 
Methodist ministers’ meeting.. He declared 
the Bible should be believed as it had been 
written. That kind of an interpretation, he 
said, had’been saving men for ages and would 
‘continue to do so. 

“These critics,” continued the speaker, ‘‘be- 
come so accustomed to adjusting science and 
the Bible that it is as easy for them as to move 
the men upon the chess board. They minimize 
the supernatural to fit into the evolutionary 
theory. They can tell us how many of the 
books of the Bible are inspired, what parts of 
certain books are inspired. They can tell the 
age of a book in the Bible by the literary 
odor. 

“They claim to be the only source of Biblical 
interpretation. They have a monopoly’on the 
business greater than the sugar, steel, or beef 
trusts have upon their business. These liter- 
- ary giants stamp parts of the Bible with their 


‘clearing-house for the common people, dealing 
out what they think wecan use. We must go’ 
by their instruction or be  scholastically 
drowned or scripturally ditched. If Christ | 
should come to earth today he would find out 

‘much concerning science that he never knew.’

MORE MEN ARE CALLED FOR. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—The naval 
program was presented to Congress today by 
Chairman Foss of the House Naval commit- 
tee. The bill carries an appropriation of 
$77,650,388, slightly less than the appropria- 
tion of last year. ’ 

The program provides for the construction 
of two battleships, two armored cruisers, and 
two gunboats. It increases the enlisted force 
of the navy-by 3,000 men and adds 500 to.the 
number of cadets at the Naval Academy. A 
naval training schoo: on one of the great 
lakes is provided for. : 


Need of Fighting Ships. 


In presenting the report Chairman Foss | 
pointed out that comparatively few ofthe 
United States ships have any real fighting 
value. He accompanies thig with a state- 
ment of the enormous naval armament and 
programs of other countries, particularly 
Germany. 

It is shown by the report that the total 
number of vessels of our navy, buitt and 
building, is 138, and the total cost will be 
$235,082,209. The report adds: 

‘* While we have built, and are building, all 
told, 138 ships, yet comparatively few of 
them have any real fighting value. Our 
naval prowess lies glimost entirely in our 
eighteen battleships, eight armored cruisers, 
and twenty-one protected cruisers. The rest 


of our ships would cut but little figure in 


GUT OFF TOP OF TUNNEL 


BASCULE BRIDGE PROPOSED FOR 
WASHINGTON STREET. 


Trustee Carter's Remedy for Relieving 
Obstruction to Navigation and De- 
lay to Surface Traffiic—Drainage 
Board, He Says,’ Probably Would 
Erect a New Span if Other Question 
Was Disposed Of—Favors a Troliey

“ The usefulness of Washington street tun- 
nel has passed. A bascule bridge at this 
point, built to the full width of the street, 
would serve the people much better.

REMARKABLE RECORD MADE BY 
AMALGAMATED ASSOCIATION. 


Entire Subject Disposed Of in One 
Day’s Session — Result Taken a 
Strong Indorsement of President 

‘Shaffer and His Policy—Details of 

Arrangement Not Given to Public, 
but It Is Considered Satisfactory to 
All Concerned. | 


Wheeling, W. Va., April 28.—Today was a 

busy day for the Amalgamated association. 
Two interesting events occurred. One was 
the partial ratification of the Wage Scale 
committee’s report.and the other was the 
return of Thomas H. Flynn, the Federation 
of Labor organizer, to renew his request to 
be allowed the privilege of replying to Presi- 
' dent Shaffer's attack upon the organization 
of which Samuel Gompers Is the head. 
_ The convention at once took up the report 
of the Wage committee, and by 4 o’clock 
the entire report was disposed of. The re- 
port of the Committee on President's and 
Other Officers’ Reports was then taken up, 
and. the convention was still on it when it 
adjourned for the day. 

The official report given out by the Press 
committee was that the entire scale as re- 
ported by the Wage committee had been 
ratified with a few “ slight alterations,” and 


report was harmonious and that it was the 
first time in the history of the convention 
that it was disposed of in one day. This 
showed that it was entirely acceptable to the 
great majority of the delegates. 


Is Vindication of Shaffer. 


The sanction given the Wage committee’s 
report means that President Shaffer con- 
tinues to hold the confidence of the associa- 
tion. 

The new scales as ratified are practically 
the same as those effective last year. They 
will be in force until July 1, 1908. No con- 
ference with the manufacturers will be nec- 
essary after the convention.

Germany’s Rapid Progress. 

Referring to the foreign naval program the 
report says: 

“Of all the countries Germany has been 
bujiding during the last few years faster than 
any ofthe others. Her shipbuilding program 
started in 1898 and will be completed in 1908; 
possibly in 1907, instead of 1916, as at first 
planned. This program will give her in all 
thirty-eight battleships, fourteen large crui- 

sers, thirty-eight sma‘ier cruisers, and ninety- 
six torpedo boats.” 

Concerning new ships for our navy the re- 
port says: | 

‘The committee recommend that for the 
purpose of further increasing the naval es- 
tablishment of the United States the Presi- 
dent have constructed two first-class battle- 
ships of about 16,000 tons and to cost, exclu- 
sive of ar )or and armament, not exceeding 
$4,212,000 each; two first-class armored crul- 
sers of about 14,500 tons’ trial displacement, 
to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, 
not exceeding $4,659,000 each; and two gun- 
boats of about 1,000 tons’ trial displacement. 

“In view of the fact that there is some 
public sentiment favorable to building ships 
in our own government navy yards, it has 
been deemed advisable by the committee to 
construct at least one battleship or one ar- 
mored cruiser in such navy yard as the Sec- 
retary of the Mavy may designate as an ex- 
‘periment. wit; 

. “ The compete cost of the two first-class 
battleships, two first-class armored cruisers, 
and .two gunboats, with total tonnage of 
63,000 tons, will approximate $29,500,000. 
These battleships and cruisers will be larger 
than any heretofore authorized by Congress.”’ 


Other Important Items. 


Some of the important items provided for 
in the bill are thse: Smokeless powder, 
$500,000; battery for Newark, $175,000; bat- 
tery for New Orleans and Albany, $200,000; 
reserve guns for auxiliary cruisers, $250,000; 
reserve guns for navy, $250,000; Newport tor- 
pedo station, $65,000; naval mititia, $60,000. 

For public work on yards and docks, $6,561,- 
075 is appropriated, or about one-third of 
what was asked. The Navy department 
made estimates for a naval station at San 
Juan, P. R., to cost $2,613,000, but the com- 
mittee reports that ‘“‘ it would be wise not to 
provide for any naval station in the West 
Indies until we have more definite knowledge 
as to the best location for one.’” For thecom- 
pletion of the four dry docks at Portsmouth, 
Boston, League Island, and Mare Island 
$1,050,000 is appropriated. | 


Need of More Officers. 


The United States Naval Academy receives | 
$500,000 to. carry on the plan of improvement. 
The committee calls attention to the lack of 
officers to officer the new ships, and to meet 
this 500 additional cadets at the academy are 
provided for, 125 each year during the,.next 
four years.

FRENCH LECTURER SAYS 
DREYFUS ADMITTED GUILT. 


M. Hugues LeRoux Discloses Hidden 
Phase of Famous Trial in Address to 
Students, of University of Chicago. 


Secrets of the Dreyfus case, unknown 
many Frenchmen who followed closely th® | 
proceedings of the trial, were confided to Uni- 
versity of Chicago students yesterday by M. 
Hugues LeRoux. The French lecturer de- 
clared that Captain Dreyfus admitted guilt 
at the time he was pardoned. 

“Captain Dreyfus not only was guilty of 

conspiracy against the French government, 
but he confessed toa number of charges and 
asked formercy when signing a petition fora 
pardon,” wasthe statement with which ‘the 
French lawyer and lecturer astonished his 
auditors. “Thac Dreyfus actually admitted 
his guiltis not generally known, even by peo- 
ple who endeavored to follow the case closely 
in all its phases.”’ 
M. LeRoux explained to the students that 
his knowledge of the case came largely from 
the fact that he was asked by friends of 
Captain Dreyfus totake up the defense of the 
prisoner. 

“Atthe time my aid was sought.” added M. 
LeRoux, “I told Captain Dreyfus’ friends. 
that I would take up the case if they could 
show me that the man was inhocent of the 
charges against him. They were unable to do 
this. Isawthe weakness of the Dreyfus de- 
fense 


“You may ask why it is not conclusively 
shown to the public that Dreyfus was guilty. 
lt can be shown now, but it will not be on ac- 
count of the heated public sentiment both in 
and out of France. Ithas been decided that 
in twenty-five years the whole afiair will be 
made clear. At that time many records wil] 
be given to the public which thus far have not 
been seen except by examiners in private. In 
twenty-five years people will be able to look 
at the case dispassionately, which they cannot 
do now.” 

The lecture in which the reference to the 
Dreyfus case was made dealt with the works

LAJOIR 1S OUT OF GAME 


INJUNCTION AGAINST PLAYER IS 
: MADE PERPETUAL. 


Court Decides in Favor of National 
League in Hearing! of Famous Case 
at Philadelphia — Bernhard and 
Fraser Also Enjoined from Partici- 
pating in Games with Any Other 
‘Team than Colonel Regers’—Appeal 
te Be Taken. | 


Philadelphia, Pa., April .28.—[Special. 
Unless Napoleon Lajole, Charles Frazer, and 
William Bernhard play for the Philadelphia 
National league club this season they will 
not play atall. Common Pleas Court No. 5, 
Judge Ralston presiding, today decided to 
issue permanent injunctions restraining the 
three players from continuing in the active 
service of the Philadelphia American league 
club. 

When court convened at 10 o’elock the 
room was filled with men interested in base- 
ball, among them being Colonel Rogers, A. 
J. Reach, Manager Shettsline of the Phila- 


| delphia club, John T. Brush, Cincinnati; Ban 


Johnson, President of the American league; 
Benjamin Shibe and-Connie Mack of the 
Athletics; Hanlon of the Brooklyn, and the 
following players: Douglass, White, Hall- 
man, Barry, Thomas, and Iberg of the 
Phillies; Lajoie, Bernhard, and Frazer, Ath- 
leties; Pittinger, Long, Demont of Boston; 
and Dahlen and Donovan of Brooklyn. 
William Jay Turner, attorn for the 
American league club, .read Lajole’s answer 


to the case. It was based on the facts that | 


the Philadelphia club _—_ not pay him any 
money last season, that the Philadel- 
phia_club’s work was better last year than 
beforé,' and that the gate receipts were also 
larger. He also averred that the Phillies 
this year are drawing larger crowds, 
but that if he was mistaken it was 
because the public condemns the Phila-

Although today’s decision of the court 
practically makes the injunction against the 
players permanent, technically, the restrain-. 
ing order will not be made permanent until 
the National league amends the bill of com-

President Ban Johnson, before leaving for 
the West, tonight, issued a call for a special 
meeting of the American league, to be held 
in Cleveland on Wednesday. A full at- 
tendance is expected. The whole situation 
will be gone over and a line of campaign 
mapped out. Mr. Johnson, would not di- 
vulge his plans. 

The owners of the Philadelphia American 
league club, President Johnson, and the 
three American league attorneys held a con- 
ference this afternoon. 

Manager Mack ‘said that, while the loss 
of Lajoie, Bernhard, and Fraser ‘would be 
a big handicap, he believed he could get 
aiong without them until the Supreme Court 
decides on the case. 

Manager Mack and Pitchers Bernhard and 
Fraser. left tonight for Washington, where 
the team is playing. Lajoie remained here. 
He declares that he will never return to the 
lceal National league club.

Dealings Well Distributed Throughout 
Entire List, No Line Going Over 100,- 
000 Shares—Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Goes to Front on Announcement 
of $5,000,000 Issue of Consolidated 
Improvement Bonds—Sugar and 
Amalgamated Copper Shaved Of.

week opened with a fairly active market on | 
the Stock Exchange, the transactions being | 


in excess of 1,000,000 shares, and the tone was 
in the main strong throughout.

RAINS PURIFY THE ATMOSPHERE 
Health Department Advises, However, 
hat City Water Should Not Be 

Used Untreated. 


Although the public water supply has not 
been so seriously affected by the heavy rains 
of last week. asthere was reason to fear, says 
the“Weekly Bulletin of the Health Depart- 
ment, it is still to be regarded with suspicion 
and‘should not bée‘used untreated for drinking 
purposes by the young and those who have 
not already had typhoid fever and so become 
immune. > 

. ** Whatever ill effect the rains have had on 
‘the drinking water,’’ continues the Bulletin, 
‘is more than compensated for by their puri- 
fication ofthe utmosphere and the cleansing 
of surfaces. There is already a marked check 
to the ‘spread of ‘pinkeye’ or influenzal 
ophthalmia. and there should soon foliow a 
reduction of the other air-borne diseases and 
animprovement of public health conditions 
generally. 

“There were 550 deaths reported during the 
week, an increase of 21 over the previous 
week, and of 93 over thé corresponding week 
of last year. 

’ Thirteen new cases of smallpox, one from 
Towa in the high'y contagious stage, were dis- 
covered during the week and removed to the 
Isolation Hospital. from which eleven were 
diecharged recovered. None died and 45 re- 
mained under treatment at the close of the 
week.”

In 1871 Mr. Russell went to New York, and 
three years later was taken into the Daly 
company. In 1881 he began to star at the old 
Park Theater, which stood at Broadway and 
Twenty-secand street. Although he excited 
the most intense ‘enthusiasm elsewhere 
throughout the country, he did not, untila 
few years ago, gain the New York popularity 
for which he had always wished. 


Taken Ill in Chicago. 


While playing in Chicago two years ago he 


broke down from mental exhaustion and was 
forced to take a long rest at his» summer 
home in Martha’s Vineyard. 

Mr. Russell was extremely fortunate in 


‘the latter days of his life in the affection 


and regard in which he was held by his large 
and ever increasing following. _. 

He gained.a fortune for himself from his 
art, probably even far in excess of what the 
dittle drummer in the opera-house at Cairo 
ever hoped for, and by his success in real 
estate ‘investment in Minneapolis, his home, 
he proved the fallacy of the saying that art 
and business acumen are not 
gether.
